They 
will always 
repay us for the car*’ we give them, and it is so easy 
to do this with modern cleaning equipment and 
supplies. 


Those of us who in earlier years took care of oui 
homes without benefit of carpet sweeper or vacuum 
cleaner have thankfully emerged from the clouds of 
dust of the past and made a profound bow to our 
mechanical maids. No more shaking of small scattei 
rugs out the window; it’s not good for the rugs, and 
it’s bad for passersby. No more beating of carpets and

But even today taking care of a home is no light undertaking. It it­
